Scotland at Darien, may tend to the great Prejudice of this Na- 
tion, and poflibly to the Difturbance of that Peace and good 
Correfpondence with the Crown of Spain, which we conceive is ve- 
ry Advantagious to us all: We have therefore taken the iame into 
eur ferrous Confideration, as a Matter of the greateft Importance, 
and proper to be laid before Your Majefty, as the Common Father 
of both Countreys. Andaswe are truly fenfible of the great Lolics 
eur Neighbour Kingdom hath fuftained, both of Men and Trea- 
fure, in their Expeditions to that Place, which we very heartily la- 
ment, fo we fhould not Endeavour, by any Interpofition of ours, 
to Defeat the Hopes they may ftill Entertain of Recovering 
thot Lofles by their further Engaging 1n that Defign; But that 
we judge fach a Profecution on their Parts muft end not only in 
far greater Difappointments to themfelves, but at the tame time 
prove very Inconvenient to the Trade and Quiet of this Kingdoat. 

On this Occafion we humbly prefume to put Your Majeity in 
mindof the Addrefs of both Houfes of Parliament, Prefented to 
Your Majefty on the Seventeenth Day of December, 1695. In the 
Clofe of which Adurefs Your Majefty will fee the Unanimous Sente 
of this Kingdom in relation to any Settlement the Scots might make 
in the Weft Indies, by Virtue of an Act of Parliament paft about 
that time inthe Kingdom of Scotland, which was the Occafion of 
the faid Addrefs. 

And we humbly Reprefent to Your Majelty, That liaving res 
ceived Information of fome Orders Your Majelty had {ent to the 
Governorsof the Plantations on this Subject, this Houte did on the 
Eighteenth of Fanwary laft, come to this Refolution, Thar Your Mz 
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jefties Pleafure Signified to the Governors of the Plantations,in rela- 
tion tothe Scotch-Settlement at Darien, was agreeable to the Ad- 
drefs of both Houfes of Parliament Prefented to Your Majefty on 
the Seventeenth of December, 1695. 

And on the Eighth Day of this Inftant February, this Houle came 
to thisfurther Refolution, That the Settlement of the Stotch-Colo- 
ny at Darzen is Inconfiftent with the good of the Plantation-Trade 
of this Kingdom. AM ay 

All which we humbly hope Your Majefty. will take into Your 
Royal Confideration ; and we are Confident that Your Majefty 
cannot be thought too Partial to the Addrefs of this Houtfe, if Your 
Majefty fhallin the firft Place Confider the Advantage and Good of 
the Trade of this Kingdom, by the Prefervation and Improvement 
of which, both thefe Kingdoms, and all Your other Dominions, . 
muft on all Occafions Principally be Defended. path

IS Majefty having Received a very Dutiful Addvefs from the 

Honfe of Peers, in relation to the Endeavours lately ufed by 

fome of His Majefties Subjetts of the Kingdom of Scotland, towards 
making a Settlement at Darien, In which ‘they humbly Reprejent to 
Him their Opinion, That fuch a Settlement cs inconfiftent with the 
Good of the Plantation-Trade of this Kingdom : Is Pleafedto let the 
Honfe kaow, That. He will always have a very great Regard to their 
Opinion 5 andto Afjure thent, That He will never be Wanting by all 
Proper Means to Promote the Advantage and Good of the Trade of 
England. At the fame time His Maefly 1 Pleafed to Declare, 
That He cannot but have a great Concern and Tenderne{s for His 
Kingdom of Scotland, and 4 Defire to Advance their Welfare and 
Profperity, and is very fenfibly Touched with the Lofs His Subjects of 
that Kingdom have fuftained, by their late unbappy Expeditions in 
order toa Settlement at Darien. His Majefty does Apprebend, That 
Difficulties may too often arife with ref{pect to the different Interefts of 
Trade between His Two Kingdoms, unlefs fome way, be founda ont to 
Unite them more nearly and compleatly : Aud therefore His Mayefty 
takes this Opportunity of putting the Houfe of Peers in mind of what 
He Recommended to His Parliament foon after His Acceffion to the 
Throne, That they would confider of a Union between the Two King- 
doms. His Majefty is of Opinion, That nothing would more contribute 
to the Security and Happinefs of both Kingdoms ; and is inclined to 
hope, That after they have lived wear a Hundred Years under the fame 
Head, {ome happy Expedient may be found for making them one People, 
in Cafe a Treaty were fet on foot for that purpofe , and therefore He'does 
very earneltly Recommend Le pee the Confid eration of the Houfe. 
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
